WELLAND, Ont. Nov. 20.— 
(CP)—Five men were killed, 25 
others were in hospital, and from 
one to 10 men were still trapped 
in the wreckage of a building 
which collapsed today at the 
plant of the Atlas Steel Company. 

Names of the men were not im- 
mediately available, but it was be- 
| lieved that most were from outside 
| points All were employees of the 
| Piggot Construction Co. of Hamil- 
ton, which was erecting the build- 
ing for Atlas Steel, 

Workmen were still digging in 
the debris of the three-storey rein- 
forced concrete building in an el- 
fort to free the remaining men who 
were trapped. Estimates of the 
number still under the debris ran

Between 30 and 40 men were 
caught when the roof of the build- 
ing fell down and pulled the walls

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SWINGS CLOSER TO NAZIS 
Petain Calls on French Africa — 


By ERNEST AGNEW | 

LONDON, Nov. 20.--(AP)| 
—Marshal Philippe 
called on all 
North Africa last night “to 
resist the Anglo-Saxon ag- 
gression,” and Fighting 
French sources here saw this 
as fresh evidence of Dictator 
Pierre Laval's calculated ef- 
forts to steer his country into | 
outright military alliance with 
Germany. 

The 86-year-old Marshal, who 
Wednesday gave Laval full politi- 
cal powers and designated him 
as his heir presumptive, said ina 
broadcast from  Axis-occupied 
Vichy: 

“Frenchmen: General officers in| 
the service of a foreign power re- 
fused to obey my orders. General 
officers, non-commissioned _ offic: 
ers, soldiers of the French army: 
Do not obey these unworthy lead 
ers.” 

REFERS TO DARLAN 

The Marshal was referring to 
Admiral Jean Darlan, ousted suc- 
cessor to Petain and Laval's politi- 
cal enemy, who has gone over to 
the Allies in North Africa, and 
other French leaders such as Gen. 
Henri Giraud, who escaped from 
a Navi prison and then from Vichy , 
to fight again. | 

“I reiterate to you the order to 
resist the Anglo-Saxon aggression,” | 
continued the aged marshal whose 
prestige derived mainly from fight- 
ing the Germans at Verdun in the 
First Great War

GREAT DIFFICULTIES

would resist with all its strength,

Hitler in Charge 


Marshal Petain, with the gestapo at 
his elbow, has dubbed M. Laval “the State” 
in all France. He is to make Jaws and ad- 
minister them, shape policies and make 
them effective, by whatever means he may 
choose. He holds power of life and death 
over every Frenchman in France. His 
dictatorship is complete, and in signing the 
edict Petain signed away his own. right to 
interfere, whatever the Laval purposes 
may be or however brutal may be the 
measures he uses to suppress opposition 

This means of course that Hitler has 
taken direct charge in France. The voice 
of authority will be the voice of Laval, but 
the hand that writes the orders will be the 
hand of Stuelpnagel or some other gau- 
leiter. Laval is retained as the spokesman 
only because the public may resent the or- 
ders less than if they were broadcast with 
a foreign accent. 

For most practical purposes France has 
been a part of the Reich ever since the 
armistice. All that can be done by and 
through Laval to make it a full-fledged 
member of the Axis will now be done. If 
Frenchmen are not conscripted for the Hit- 
ler armies it will only be from fear that 
open revolt would flare if this were at- 
tempted. The Vichy fleet is under Hitler’s 
orders, French industrial resources, 
human and material, will be mobilized more 
completely than was possible while the 
people in “unoccupied” France still held 
Some remnant of personal rights and pro- 
perty control. 

The future of France under the 
Fuehrer may be read in the history of 
Czechoslovakia and Poland.

That doesn’t 
forecast sterner measures, but still gentler 
ones. 

The basic difficulty is that Canadians 
are not Nazis or Fascists. They do not like 
being regimented and ordered about by of- 
ficials whose salaries they have to pay. To 
what degree they would submit to this, 
even in wartime, is a point which cannot 
be overlooked, for no Minister or Govern- 
ment can defy public opinion and _ live. 
And there are plenty of signs that while 
everyone may be willing to have compul- 
sion applied to someone else, he isn’t keen 
for having it applied to himself, 

Whatever is to be done, and whichever 
way the manpower control regulations are 
to be changed, one gratifying fact must not 
be overlooked. Canadians are doing a 
splendid job now in turning out munitions 
of all kinds, producing essential supplies 
for themselves and their Allies, and mak- 
ing their weight count in the sum-total of 
the United Nations’ effort.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—(AP)— 
Under a mandate from President 
Roosevelt, the war production 
board yesterday announced plans 
to double the aircraft production of 
the United States within a year and 
gave the gigantic task to @ single 
administrator, Charles FE. Wilson, 
former president of General Elec- 
trie Company. 

How many planes will be built 
was kept secret, but W.P.B. Chair- 
man Donald M. Nelson said the in- 
dustry will uljimately become a 
$30,000,000,000 one in terms of an- 
nual output. That is about seven 
times the pre-war production of the 
automobile industry. 

Discussing the plan to double 
present monthly output by this time 
next year, Nelson said at a press 
conference: 

“| believe it can be done, At 
the same time | believe we can 
improve the quality of our fight- 
ing planes. Experience on the 
fighting fronts has proved that 
quality counts even more than 
quantity.” 

The “blueprint for victory” goals 
set by the president shortly after 
the United States went to war 
called for 60,000 planes this year 
and 125,000 in 1943, but Mr. Roose- 
velt recently announced the 1942 
goal had been revised downward 
in order to shift emphasis to the 
heavier, harder-hitting types found 
necessary to meet strategic devel- 
opments on the war fronts.

It has been recognized by the 
Legion right along that the basic 
allowances paid by the dominion 
government to the dependents of 
our fig! ting men are quite inade- 
quate, znd that the “red tape” 
which officialdom ties around many 
applications is well-nigh intoler- 
able. 


DISGRACEFUL TEST 


I am referring to the disgraceful 
“means test” which is applied to all 
classes of dependents other than 
wives. 

Strong resolutions covering both 
the inadequacy of dependents’ al- 
lowances and the unfairness of the 
‘means test’ investigations, were 
passed by our last dominion con- 
vention, and our dominion com- 
mand and myse}f personally have 
taken every opporiunity to préss 
home to the government the gross 
injustice of treating the dependents 
of our men in uniform in this 
shabby, cold-blooded fashion. 

We have told the prime minis- 
ter and the service ministers con- 
cerned that when the government 
provides @ cost-of-living bonus to 
civilian workers whose earnings 
do not exceed $2,100, it is abso- 
lutely unreasonable and unjust 
thet @ sailor, soldier or airman, 
whose income is very much less 
than this amount, should not re- 
ceive the seme consideretion for 
his dependents. 

We have told the government 
that, with an over-all increase in 
the cost of living of more than 15

SIMILAR TO RELIEF

PLAN FOR PEACE 


If you will bear with me for just 
a few minutes longer, I would like 
to say a few words on the neces- 
sity of planning for peace while we 
are still at war. 

In an audience such as this it is 
scarcely necessary to stress the fact 
that our first objective is victory— 
clear and decisive victory ovr 
Nazi-ism and Fascism and all] they 
stand for 

This is the first condition for any 
post-war planning, for any sort of 
freedom and security.

But the millenium cannot be won 
by a wave of the hand, or by only 
passing resolutions 


MUST BE VIGILANT 


The Legion, therefore, must be 
ever-vigilant, ever-watchful, of all 
action—or lack of action—in con-| 
nection with this tremendous prob- 
lem, and at the same time be pre- 
pared to assist and co-operate in 
all constructive, worth-while plans. 

In the final instance, so far as 
government action is concerned, 
parliament, of course, will be the 
crucible through which the gold 
will be sifted from the dross, and | 
here the Legion can play an ex-| 
tremely important role 

Now, as you know, our constitu. 
tion insists that the Legion must 
observe non-partisanship in politics, 
and the wisdom of this rule is re- 
flected from the diverse politica) 
beliefe held by our members as in- 
dividual «‘tizens 

To saddle the Legion with a poli-| 
tical charter would sunder the af- 
filiations of our members, for the 
political beliefs of one may vary) 
from those of another, and to com- 
pose these into a unified whole 
would require the inspiration and| 
guidance of a divine power. | 

But in the sense of promoting 
political action to ensure fair | 
dealing for our fighting men and 
their dependents, Legion mem- | 
bers are in complete accord, | 

We remember only too well the | 
lessons of the last wer, and the 
abject failures in dealing with the 
problem of post-war reconstruction 

These failures were the natural 
results of makeshift and misman- 
agement—of parliament, provincial 
legisJatures, and municipalities 
caught unprepared for the big tasks 
devolved upon) 
them, | 
PREVENT REPETITION 


Recriminations of the grave mis-! 
takes of the past will serve no good| 
purpose ow, unless it is to stimu- 
late a resolve that all safeguards 
be set up to prevent a repetition; 
for if the old order is persisted in, 
our new veterans will be the main 
victims and we shell have failed in 
our trust. | 

Therefore, the collective voice of 
the war veterans, expressed through | 
the Cana ian Legion, should be) 
used whenever necessary to bring 
our legislatures and political parties | 
to attention—and to action! 

Many things need to be done, and 
a start on these should be made 
right now if we are ever to lay the)

He said “the frozen eggs supplied 
by the federal surplus commodities 
corporation were not responsible 
There was nothing wrong. with 
these eggs.” 


POWERFUL CHEMICAL 


Earlier investigators had an- 
nounced that the fatal poison was 
a powerful chemical commonly 
used in insecticiaes 

Dr. J. C. Evans, hospital superin 


tendent who made public the find- 


ings, said the poison was put into 
the eggs 
Ile said Dr. Joseph Beemans, 


director of the Oregon state police 
discovered the poison in bits of the 
eggs that were served to more tha 
467 inmates at dinn®r Wednesda) 
night. All became ill 

All were nauseated, complained 
of stomach cramps and paralysis 
of the legs. There was evidence 
also of respiratory paralysis. 

Dr. Evans said an inmate kitchen 
helper assigned to prepare the eggs 
for cooking left the pot unattend 
ed for five 10 minutes while he 
went to the basement in search ol 
powdered milk 


SUSPECT INMATE 


It is possible, the superintenden: 
said, that a trusty inmate could 
have obtained the poison at a Salem 
drug store and put it into the bat 
ter. It is possible, also, he added, | 
that the poison was mixed into a 
can or two in the packing plant in 
Chicago, where the consignment 
turned over to the asylum by the 
federal surplus commodity corpov- 
ation originated. 

Dr. Frank Menne, University ot 
Oregon medical school bacteriolo- 
gist, who also is seeking identity of 
the poison, said he fed bits of egy | 
yolks taken at random from 
in the consignment to rats 
survived.
